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Response to Amendment 

The amendment filed on March 29, 2004 has been considered and an action on the merits 
follows. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 11,, 12, 15-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the 
relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
claimed invention. 

Amended claim 1 1 , line 7-8 introduces new matter. The added material which is not 
supported by the original disclosure is as follows: "connection members operatively connecting 
between the press fi-ame and the respective slide the at least one first knee hnk element and the at 
least one second knee link element". 

Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the reply to this Office Action. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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Claims 7, 1 1, 12, and 15-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding claim 7, the claim is depended upon cancelled claim 3. Therefore, the claim is 
being treated as a cancelled claim. 

Regarding claim 11, 12, 15-18, the claims are drafted in a narrative and confusing syntax 
which would hinder one skilled in the art in determining when infringement might occur. For 
example: 

regarding claim 1 1, lines 5-6, the amended claim fails to overcome this rejections as set 
forth in the previous Office action. It is not clear what structural inter-relationship exists between 
the second knee link and other elements of the press. Examiner suggests that the claim should 
recite as follows — at least one second knee link element operatively connected [with] between 
the press frame and the respective slide — ; 

regarding claim 11, lines 7-12, the claim is vague and confusing. It is unclear which 
element (i.e. the slide, the first knee link, or the second knee link) is being connected to the press 
frame with the connection members; 

regarding claim 11, lines 10-11, there is no antecedent basis for "the connection 
elements" in the claim. Additionally, it is unclear what stmctural inter-relationship exists 
between "the connection elements" and other elements of the press. 

regarding claim 1 1 , last paragraph, it is unclear how the connection element from the 
group of connection elements as claimed in the first paragraph, can be used to connect the links 
of the first and the second presses. Examiner suggests that the claim should clearly define the 
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link system of the first press and the link system of the second press, and clearly define the 
structural interrelationship between the link system of these presses and the single eccentric 
driving device. 

In general, the claim is replete with indefiniteness and unclear, rendering a clear 
understanding difficult. All claims should be carefully reviewed for clarity and definiteness. 

Note that the original claim 1 8 has not been disclosed or mentioned in the amendment. It 
is unclear whether claim 1 8 remains in this application or it is being cancelled. For the purpose 
of examination, claim 18 is being treated as a cancelled claim.
